4-H leaders are adults with 
addled minds and a soft spot 
in their hearts for kids - all 
kinds of kids. their own kids, 
other people's kids, tall kids, 
short kids, thin kids, not-so-thin 
kids, regular kids, square kids, 
responsive kids, and ungrateful 
kids from ten-agers to teenagers. 
At their own time and expense, 
and neglecting their own per- 
sonal interests, they serve with- 
out pay and often without par- 
ent cooperation, knowing that 
they are necessities that the 
Agricultural Extension Service 
and the 4-H membership could 
not do without. Seldom are 
there enough of them and that 
is the reason they become lead- 
ers - so their own offspring can 
join the 4-H organization. 

Leaders are usually to be 
found in the midst of a more 
or less attentive group of kids, 
numbering anywhere from 3 to
